Do You Care Enough?

las EGLECT not the gift that is in thee.” 

| \ | Roget’s Thesaurus gives the antonym 

of neglect as care. So we might re- 

phrase this text and say, “Care about the gift that 
is in you. 

When we care about something our interest is 
in it, our thought is in it, our heart is in it. When 
we care about something, it is important to us. We 
do not neglect that which we care about. 

We cannot have an “I don’t care’ attitude and 
accomplish much in life. What matters to us? 
What do we care about? 

A singer has to care enough to develop the 
range and power of his voice. A pianist has to care 
enough to practice to perfect his versatility and 
technique. An artist has to care enough to work 
continually to learn more about line and color and 
interpretation. A writer has to care enough to 
work with words and ideas, to make his meaning 
clear, to say something important enough for 
others to read. A poet has to care enough to strive 
to capture the essence of feeling and to com- 
municate it, to put the feel and sound of beauty 
into words, to put the meaning and wonder of life 
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and living into words. 

You may say, “I have no special gift.” 

You have the greatest of gifts, the gift of 
God's Spirit. 

You have the gift of life. You have the gift 
of intelligence. You have the gift of love. 

Some persons skim over the surface of life un- 
caring and unfeeling. If we do this we are neg- 
lecting the gift that is in us. We are only half- 
alive, half-awake. We miss the meaning of things. 
We do not sense the underlying purposes. 

Sometimes we neglect the gift that is in us, we 
do not call on and use our God-given powers and 
abilities because we are afraid. We are afraid to 
act because we think we may make mistakes. We 
are afraid to be ourselves in the truest sense be- 
cause we are afraid of what people will think or 
say. We are afraid to use our imagination and our 
God-given authority because we think that we may 
get into difficulties, that we may be wrong. 

Jesus’ parable of the talents is a good illustra- 
tion of what we often do with the powers and 
abilities that are given to us. Sometimes we are 
like the unprofitable servant. We think that if we 
can just hide our talent, if we can just be incon- 
spicuous, we will certainly not get into any trou- 
ble. But the message of Jesus’ parable, the mean- 
ing of it is that the gift of God that has been given 
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us cannot be hidden and buried in the ground or 
left unused. It must increase or it is not much 
good to us or anyone else. 

Sometimes when we read and talk about the 
gifts of God and spiritual qualities, we think of 
them as something apart from everyday life, some- 
thing that we like to think about but do not really 
understand. 

But every day, every hour each one of us is us- 
ing gifts of God, we are expressing spiritual quali- 
ties to a greater or lesser degree. 

The very fact that we live and breathe is our 
unspoken acknowledgment of the first and great 
gift, the gift of life. We accept it without ques- 
tion, we do not think much about it unless some- 
thing goes wrong with our bodies and we find our- 
selves in need of healing. But we can care enough 
about this gift of life to give thanks for it every 
day. We can care enough about the life in our 
bodies to quicken it through our affirmations of 
life and Truth. We can care enough to lay hold 
of the life idea in our consciousness so that we do 
more than just live and breathe, so that we take 
thought of our life, so that we build in the idea of 
life eternal into the very cell structure of our 
bodies. ‘The free gift of God is eternal life in 
Christ Jesus our Lord.” This is the gift we are to 
care about enough to make it a living reality in us.

The next great gift that each of us has is in the 
power to think. We are thinking all the time— 
awake or asleep. We neglect this gift when we 
think aimlessly, when we let our thinking go in 
negative directions, when we scatter our thcught 
forces in gossip, in resentment, in ill will. 

We need to care enough about this wonderful 
gift of the power to think to practice thinking 
God's thoughts after Him, to channel our thinking 
into constructive lines, and bring every thought 
under subjection to the Christ, the one Mind in 
each of us. 

“Neglect not the gift that is in thee.” Care 
about what you think and how you think. 

Take time to meditate; take time to think about 
God; take time to open your mind to light and 
Truth; take time to realize that your mind is one 
with the Mind of God. 

Bless your mind; bless your power to think. 
Rejoice that you can have conscious contact with 
the source of all ideas, the source of all inspira- 
tion, the source of all power and creative ability. 

Another gift that each of us has is the gift of 
love. “Yea, I have loved thee with an everlasting 
love: therefore with lovingkindness have I drawn 
thee.” We neglect this gift that is in us when we 
do not let the love of God flow freely through us. 
We need to care enough to stir up this gift of 
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God, to become radiating, loving expressions. 

We can care enough about this great gift of 
love to practice it every day in little and big ways 
in our homes, at our place of business, on the sub- 
ways and on the streets. The gift of love that we 
express enables us to have a happy attitude toward 
life. It gives us a feeling of beneficence, a warm- 
hearted approach toward every person and every 
thing, a feeling of appreciation for life and for 
people. 

We are told, “Stir up the gift of God, which 
is in thee.”” We are told also, “Awake, thou that 
sleepest . . . and Christ shall shine upon thee.” We 
stir up the gift of God that is in each of us by 
saying to ourselves, “Awake, thou that sleepest 

. . and Christ shall shine upon thee.” 

We have not begun to know the power that is 
in us, the wonderful possibilities that are in us, 
and the greatness that is in us. This can be re- 
vealed only through the Spirit, only through the 
Christ, whose light as it is quickened in us shines 
into every cell and sets us all aglow, and makes us 
radiant, powerful, alive, irresistible to our good 
because we are centered in God. 

When we stir up the gift of God that is in us, 
we feel new energy, new strength, and new au- 
thority. There is in us a living force, an invincible 
and unconquerable power that we cannot neglect, 
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that we dare not neglect, for to neglect it is to be 
half alive. We need to care enough about this liv- 
ing force to use it, to call on it, and to prove its 
power. 

We need to care enough to pray. And in our 
prayers we need to care enough to make them 
more than words, more than vain repetitions. We 
need to put ourselves into our prayers; we need 
to make our affirmations come alive. When we 
put thought and feeling into the words we speak, 
we speak with power and authority; we imbue 
our words with spiritual life. Then our “words 

. are spirit, and are life,” and they do accom- 
plish that whereto they are sent. 

When we care enough we pray for others. We 
do not look at others and shrug our shoulders and 
say, ‘It’s their problem.” We care enough to pray 
and to bless others. We care enough about the 
Spirit of God in every person to keep faith in it. 
We care enough to look beyond the appearances 
and see all persons as children of God, who are 
upheld by His Spirit, healed by His life, blessed by 
His love, and illumined with His light. 

When we care enough to pray for others we 
look on all persons with love and understanding 
and silently say to them, “I behold the Christ in 
you. 

“Neglect not the gift that is in thee.’’ Care 
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about the gift that is in you. Care enough about 
it to call it forth, to use it, to express it. Care 
enough about the gift of God’s Spirit in you to 
live, think, feel, and act from the consciousness of 
His presence and power in you, wherever you are, 
whatever you do.
